PARIS, March  t--The Havas 
Agency reported this afternoen that 
Aristide Briand, veteran foreign 
minister, had died. 


In his own country he was eleven 
times premier, sixteen times foreign 
minister, four times minister of the 
interior, thrice minister of justice 

which carries with the office the 
viee-presidency of the French cab- 


inet) and twice minister of education. 
All told he held posts in 25 cabinets 
and on March 14, 1931, celebrated 
a full quarter century of service in 
official life 


Only cne gift, the presidency of 
the French republic, was denied him 
by his fellow parliamentarians. 


Strangely that defeat came after one 
of his most dramatic triumphs, an 
endorsement by the chamber of depu- 
ties of his foreign policies after they 
had been under prolonged fire by

wheels of industry and trade. It would be 
well if it were made clear that the tax is 
framed to meet emergent conditions only, 
and is to be repealed when the crisis has 
been passed. 

How much revenue the scheme will 
bring in, and whether it will operate fair- 
ly as between man and man, will depend 
upon how the exemption provisions are 
construed. The farmer derives a large 
part of his income in produce from his 
farm. Is it the intention that this shall be 
taken into account as part of his exempt- 
ed income’? Or is the tax to apply only to 
the farmer when his cash sales exceed the 
amount set for exemption? In the latter 
case the tax would be a tax on wages and 
salaries of townsmen, with the farmer ex- 
cused. And the provincial treasury would 
be cheated out of part of the revenue it is 
entitled to. 

Given assurance on these two points, 
the tax can be regarded as a necessary 
though unwelcome expedient, resorted to
